In the event that any provisions in any of the above com¬ 
ponent parts of this contract conflicts with any provision 
in any other of the component parts, the figured dim¬ 
ensions and sizes should any part of the work, materials 
or apparatus be dimensioned or sized differently on dif¬ 
ferent drawings or different parts of the same drawings, 
the larger or heavier sizes shall take precedence un¬ 
less otherwise directed or corrected by the engineer. 

THIRD - The unit prices agreed to in this contract will 
remain in effect until the work covered under this con¬ 
tract is completed. 

FOURTH - This contract is executed in duplicate. 


FIFTH - It is further stipulated that not less than the general 
prevailing rate of wages as ascertained by the City of Fort Wayne 
or the Indiana Department of Labor shall be paid to all workmen 
performing work on this contract. 

SIXTH -• It is further stipulated that Contractor shall pay 
all lawful claims or indebtedness which may accrue, by operation 
of law and otherwise, to any persons, firm or corporation on 
account of any labor or service performed or material_furnished 
or service rendered, in the carrying forward, performing, and 
completing of said contract including subcontractors, laborers, 
materialmen, and those performing_service on account of or direct¬ 
ly in connection with the completion of said contract. 

SEVENTH = It is further stipulated that any judgment rendered 
against the City of Fort Wayne or any official thereof, in any 
suits for damages for injury to real or personal property, or for 
any injury, sustained by any person growing out of any act of 
doing of Contractor, or its agents, employees or workmen and 
that of the State Industrial Board of the State of Indiana , . 

rendered against the City of Fort Wayne in any suit or claim arising 
under said Workmen's Compensation Acts, of the State of Indiana, 
now in force, relating to compensation for accidental injuries
